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A Bibliography of Canadian Climate 1972-1976 
INTRODUCTION 


This volume of A Bibliography of Canadian Climate spans the period 
from 1972 through 1976 and includes over 900 entries. Published material hav- 
ing to do with the climate of Canada and its applications has doubled in the 
last decade. Not only have more articles, reports and books been published 
during this recent five year period than in any other, but there is a far wider 
range of subject matter than published previously. In order to make this mate- 
rial available to researchers, reference librarians, information specialists and 
students of climatology as soon as possible it was decided to publish five years 
of references rather than wait for a decade of material as had been done with 
the previous volume. 


This bibliography does not contain references to all literature published 
by Canadian meteorologists over the period 1972 to 1976, nor to all publica- 
tions issued by the Atmospheric Environment Service. Papers which deal with 
theoretical and fundamental research, with meteorological instruments and 
with methods used in forecasting have not been included. Items are listed, 
however, in those instances when these contain appreciable information on 
some aspect of Canada’s climate. The criteria for inclusion were that the refer- 
ence should deal substantially with the climate of Canada, and/or with the di- 
rect effect or application of climate on Canadian society, the economy or the 
environment. 


SOURCES 


Bibliographic citations were obtained primarily from regular inspection of 
more than 100 key, climatological-relevant journals available in the Downs- 
view Library of the Atmospheric Environment Service and from systematic 
searches of the library’s card files. Routine searches of meteorological biblio- 
graphic series such as the American Meteorological Society’s Meteorological 
and Geoastrophysical Abstracts provided additional references. Other publi- 
cations such as the Canadian Geophysical Bulletin (National Research Coun- 
cil) and the Bibliography on Cold Regions Science and Technology (US. 
Army Cold Regions Research and Engineering Laboratory) have been regu- 
larly inspected. 


_ Much useful material was also obtained through “on-line” computerized 
literature searching using the services of the Environment Canada Headquar- 
ters Library in Ottawa.

INTRODUCTION 


Ce volume de bibliographie sur le climat canadien vise la période de 1972 
a 1976 y compris et compte plus de 900 inscriptions. Les publications touchant 
le climat du Canada et ses applicatons ont doublé au cours de la derniére dé- 
cennie. Outre le fait qu’on a publié plus d’articles, de rapports et de livres au 
cours des cing dernieres années, on a touché a beaucoup plus de sujets que 
dans les publications antérieures. Pour que les chercheurs, les bibliothécaires, 
les spécialistes de l’information et les étudiants en climatologie puissent se pro- 
curer ces documents le plus t6t possible, on a décidé de publier un livre de ré- 
ference visant une periode de cinq ans, plutét que d’attendre la fin de la preé- 
sente décennie comme on I’a fait pour le volume précédent. 


Cette bibliographie ne répertorie pas tous les documents publiés de 1972 a 
1976 par les météorologistes canadiens, ni toutes les publications diffusées par 
le Service de l’Environnement atmosphérique. Elle exclut les documents perti- 
nents a la recherche théorique et fondamentale, aux instruments météorologi- 
ques et aux méethodes de prévision, mais recense les articles qui renferment des 
renseignements révélateurs sur un aspect du climat du Canada. Pour étre ré- 
pertoriés, les ouvrages doivent traiter de fagon substantielle du climat du Ca- 
nada, des influences ou des applications directes du climat sur l’@conomie ou 
Penvironnement de la société canadienne. _ 


SOURCES 


Les citations bibliographiques proviennent surtout du dépouillement pe- 
riodique de plus d’une centaine de revues spécialisées traitant de climatologie 
et appartenant a la bibliotheque du Service de Environnement atmospheri- 
que de Downsview et de recherches systmatiques effectuées dans le fichier de 
cette bibliothéque. Les recherches courantes de séries bibliographiques meteo- 
rologiques, comme |’American Meteorological Society’s Meteorological and 
Geoastrophysical Abstracts, ont fourni des références supplémentaires. On a 
aussi dépouillé de fagon réguliére d’autres publications comme le Canadian 
Geophysical Bulletin (Conseil national des recherches) et la Bibliography on 
Cold Regions Science and Technology (U.S. Army Cold Regions Research 
and Engineering Laboratory). 


On a aussi recueilli beaucoup d’autres documents utiles grace a la recher- 
che informatisée directe de documents offerte par la bibliotheque centrale 
d’Environnement Canada a Ottawa.

tified by a serial number which consists of the calendar year of publication fol- 
lowed by a number indicating the alphabetical ranking of the author's sur- 
name in that year. Author’s Christian names have been reduced to initials in 
each item for simplicity and uniformity. The complete name of the article 1s 
given followed by the name, or abbreviated name, of the publication. A stan- 
dard number block gives the volume, the number, the issue, and when infor- 
mation is available, the number of pages. The year of the publication is shown 
last. In referencing books, the publishers name is shown after the title followed 
by the city, the year of publication, and the number of pages in the book. 


Three indexes follow the main body of the bibliography — a subject and 
geographical index, an index of authors and a reference list. The subject index 
is a very general one, but it is hoped that it will provide some general assis- 
tance in locating references on any specific subject. Many of the papers could 
have been classified under several subjects but each has been classified in ac- 
cordance with our impressions regarding the primary contribution of the paper 
in terms of the viewpoint or approach described. In addition to the list of sub- 
jects used in previous editions, 33 new ones were added. Among the newer 
subjects that have come into prominence are Climatic Modelling, Energy 
Sources, Environmental Impacts, Recreation and Tourism, Snow Melt and 
Weather Hazards. 


The author index contains a chronological list of the reference numbers of 
all articles written by each author listed in this volume. In total more than 680 
individuals have works cited in this edition, 500 of which are first-time contrib- 
utors. 


The reference index, which appears for the first time, contains listings of 
articles from each of the major sources. Only those items published in journals, 
major proceedings or government serials have been indexed, as books and 
non-serial items were excluded from this index. Almost 150 entries were writ- 
ten by authors from the Atmospheric Environment Service. The most cited 
journal was Atmosphere with 30, the next in popularity (with number of en- 
tries) were Feuillet Météorologique (24), Journal of Applied Meteorology (20), 
Climatological Bulletin — McGill University (17), Monthly Weather Review 
(17), Proceedings of the Eastern Snow Conference (16), Water Resources Re- 
search (14), and Weather (14). Lists of subjects and regions used in the index 
are Shown in Appendices II and III. 


CORRECTIONS 


Although a great amount of effort has been expended in insuring that this 
document is accurate and complete, readers are encouraged to bring to our at- 
tention any worthwhile addenda or serious omissions for inclusion in future 
editions.
